Among Our Assets 


More than $18,000,000 in federal funds 
may be spent on various installations ol 
the armed services in Georgia if Defense 


Department plans are approved _ by 
Congress. 
The department has requested that 


sum for work on Army, Navy, Air Force 
and Marine installations throughout the 
state. These installations include the At- 
lanta General Depot, Fort Benning, 
Glynco Naval Air Station, Marine Corps 
Supply Center, Dobbins Air Force Base, 
Hunter Air Force Base, Moody Air Force 
Base, Robins Air Force Base and Turner 
Air Force Base. Included in this. over-all 
figure is nearly $2,000,000 already on 
hand for the construction of the Naval 
Supply Depot at Byron. 

This big sum re-emphasizes the im- 
portance of the defense program on Geor- 
gia’s economy, for the military and their 
various posts, depots and bases have 
moved into Georgia since the end of World 
War II and .to stay. Add to them the 
enormous, and constantly expanding 
Lockheed plant at Marietta and some idea 
of the importance of Georgia to the mili- 
tary and vice versa, may be obtained. 

One of the interesting angles is the 
choice of Georgia as the location for sup- 
ply depots for the Army, Navy and Ma- 
rines. The Atlanta, Macon and Albany 
areas serve as places for the storage and 
distribution of the sinews of war. 

During the War Between the States 
Georgia served variously as the arsenal, 
smokehouse and granary of the Confed- 


eracy and when Georgia fell the cause 
became hopeless. Gen. Sherman recog- 
nized the importance of Georgia's loca- 
tion. For more reasons than one we're 
delighted that today’s. military leaders 
concur with Sherman’s estimate of the 
situation.

On Tour of India—We are taking 
this tour with two objectives in 
mind: first, to present Christian- 
ity; and, second, to try and build 


some good will for the United 
States. Khrushchev and Bulganin

the masses of India. This is a 
strategic subcontinent. One out of 
every six people in the world is an 


Indian. We cannot ignore the 
strategic importance of these 
people. 


All churches of various denom- 
inations are cooperating and it is 
estimated that from 50,000 to 100,- 
000 people a day will come to our 
meetings. We are hoping that the 
people of India will realize that we 
in the United States have some- 
thing of moral and spiritual value 
to offer as well as economic aid 
and engineering know-how. 

In addition to the cities we visit 
in India, we will be holding great 
public meetings in Hong Kong, 
Manila, Taipei, and various cities 
in Japan and Korea. 

It seems to me that we in Amer- 
ga have failed in psychological 
warfare. I feel that a_ spiritual 
presentation is at least one con- 
tribution that can be made toward 
making friends with the masses of 
people. In the past we have been 
able to reach the leaders and some 
of. the intellectuals, but: we have 
utterly failed to reach the masses.

Man ina Gray Flannel Suit 


The man in the gray flannel suit in room 1161 of 
the Dinkler Plaza Hotel wasn’t an average business- 
man. In fact, he wasn’t a businessman at all. but only 
one other man—Lou Little of Columbia—has been in 
business as a head football coach at the same site 
longer than Donald Burrows Faurot. 

Don Faurot, of course, is the head coach at the University of 
Missouri and the famed originator of the split-T offense. He went 
to Missouri as a 150-pound fullback in 1923 and was called back 
to lead his alma mater out of the foot- 
ball wilderness in 1935. And, with the 
| exception of a three-year Navy hitch, 
| he has been there ever since. 

In Atlanta to keynote the TD Club 
Jamboree as principal speaker Satur- 
day night, Faurot was reminiscing with 
his old Missouri teammate, Forrest 
Fowler, and George Gardner Friday 
afternoon. 

The conversation naturally 
drifted to Missouri, and Fowler re- 
lated how Faurot happened to land 
the job at their alma mater. 

: “He had attracted national atten- 
® tion with a terrific record at Kirks- 
ville Teachers (63-13-3),’’ Fowler said, 
“and one of those victories was against 
Missouri. Kirksville beat Missouri, 26-7, 
so they asked him to change teams. 
it was the smartest move Missouri

ever made.”

Faurot showed ’em at Missouri and, 
fused to give scholarships to out-of-staters, 
carried the Tigers to five bowls. 

It’s a tribute to Faurot that last year’s dismal 1-9 season 
was, in a way, his shining hour. When a small segment of 
Missouri supporters rebelled, former players and school of- 
ficials quickly rallied to Faurot’s support. Members of his 
1955 squad put it this way in a petition signed by 49 players: 
‘Coach Don Faurot is the best coach in America and we pe- 
tition you to keep him. Our coach stands for the things we 
want.”’ 

No one likes to win more than Faurot, 
with his former assistant, Jim Tatum, 
everything. It’s the only thing.’’ 

Faurot was talking Friday about Tatum, Bud Wilkinson and 
Art Guepe and their days together at Iowa Pre-Flight. 

‘“‘You’ve heard a lot about how Tatum and Wilkinson 
picked up the split-T as assistant coaches in the Navy,” 
Faurot said, “but we had another fellow on that team who 
has turned out to be a fine coach. Art Guepe was our quar- 
terback.”’ 

Quite a coaching staff and quite a team at Iowa Pre-F light 
in 1943. Only Notre Dame beat the Seahawks. And it’s ironic 
that a few days ago Tatum and Wilkinson were Orange Bow! op- 
ponents while Guepe’s Vandy team was shellacking Auburn in 
the Gator Bowl.
